SWEEPING REDUCTION IN FREIGHT RATES MADE 
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(By United Press.) 
Washington, May 24—A sweeping 
reduction in freight rates throughout 
the country was ordered today by tile 
interstate commerce commission. 
Re­ 
ductions are to he effective July I 
The reductions ordered will cut the 
present rates about ten per cent, the 
decision of the commission states. 
The commission called on the car 
riers to notify it by May 111 whethci 
the rate reduction prescribed will he 
carried into effect without a formal 
order by the commission. 
The commission also declared today 
that railroad rates in the future would 
be based on a return of five and three- 
fourths per cent on the aggregate val­ 
ues of the lines as compared with six 
per cent limier the Esch-Cummins 
law. 
The provisions 
of 
the 
Esch- 
Cummins law recently expired and the 
commission is given the right to lix 
a new rate of return. 
In making the reductions, the com­ 
mission cut nearly in half the freight 
rate increases authorized August 2.1. 
15120. 
In the eastern district the forty per 
cent increase of August 25, 1920, was 
cut to 26 per cent

25 per cent increase was cut to 21% 
per cent. 
The announcement of the rate cut 
today came as a surprise. 
It had been 
supposed 
that 
the 
administration 
would continue its efforts to reach a 
voluntary agreement with the rail­ 
road executives by which greater rats 
reductions could he put into effect at 
once. 
The commission declared that cuts 
put into effect on interstate freight 
rates would not decrease the earnings 
of the railroads below the 5% per cent 
level agreed by the commission. 
Electric* Kouds Not Affected 
The commission said it was impos­ 
sible to make findings respecting elec­ 
tric roads as a whole, and therefore 
held that its ruling should apply to 
all roads “other than electric lines 
not operated as a part of the steam 
railroad system.” 
The rate cuts do not apply to milk 
and cream “when the revenue from the 
transportation thereof is not included 
in freight revenue.” 
The ten per cent reductions ordered 
today will not be placed on top of re 
cent reductions of IO to 15 per cent 
ordered in the so-called western grain 
and livestock and the southern hard­ 
wood lumber cases. 
These previous 
reductions, however, will stand.

Expected 
Chicago, May 24.—“Marked improve 
meat” in business which is already on 
the upgrade will result from the ten

ished products which were completely 
thrown out of joint during the war. 
“The reductions should he benefi­ 
cial to the public.”

We a r e asked to vote tomorrow (Thursday) for a bond issu< 
of $50,000 to extend the present city water system into west 
Brainerd and the Mill district and to relay old, worn -out, inad( 
quate mains that annoy us all because our water is shot, o(F so 
often due to leakages; and, besides, it, is a gross waste of money 
to try to repair these inadequate lines. 
There can he no adverse comment about relaying’ the oh 
mains, and there should be none about extending the system to 
parts of the city woefully needing water. 
The people needing 
cheap property and cheap homes and working down town are 
forced to settle in West Brainerd. 
Those people of like kine 
working in the shops are forced to settle in the Mill district anc 
vicinity. 
Branerd is spreading. 
Both the west and northeast portions 
of Brainerd are developing far more rapidly than the big majority 
of us realize. 
Both have school buildings, yearly being crowded 
more and more. 
The people who make their homes in these lo­ 
calities must have water. 
No one part of our city is entitled to 
water more than the other pants. 
Selfishness sometimes may 
enter and one part of town buck the other part of town. 
This 
should not be. 
We should all get behind the bond issue. 
A bond issue does 
not increase our taxes, and both extensions will yield enough in­ 
come to pay the interest on the bonds issued and' will not increase 
our meter rates. 
To vote against the bond issue means not to un­ 
derstand; or, if you do understand, a negative vote means that you 
are selfish, and while you have plenty of water in your own home 
and in the schools in your ward you do not want others to have 
water. 
Can it be possible than Brainerd has enough |>eople pos­ 
sessed w’ith so much selfishness as to block a bon'd issue for water? 
We think not. 


RATES DK NEW TA RI KF DAW 


T h e t a r i f f BILL now being discussed in the Senate is differ­ 
ent from the bill passed by the House, but both bills have the 
same aim, and witn the reconcilement of differences there wifi 
result a tariff act promotive of prosperity so far as that is pos­ 
sible by legislation in the present abnormal state of world trade. 
As the degree of protection that ten years ago was capable 
of supporting American standards of living would be insufficient 
now, the proposed rates of duties may average somewhat higher 
than those of the P'ayne-Aldrieh aet, the Republican law which 
was contemptuously cast aside by 'the Wilson administration. 
The rates will be, of course, higher than those provided in the 
Underwood law, the last Democratic tariff act, which brought 
American business to the verge of ruin, from which it was saved 
only by the outbreak of the World war. 
We have‘today to fear not merely cheaper goods from abroad, 
but a far greater volume of imports pressing for dominance in 
American markets. The protective tariff will be a dam against a 
menacing flood. 
Tho maintenance of essential price levels will be 
permitted under the new tariff, price levels that will assure the 
employment of American workingmen at satisfactory wages and 
form the basis of domestic taxation that is bound to remain high 
for many years. 
The fact should be plainly evident that unless 
American industries are adequately protected it will Ire difficult 
to raise the revenues that are now required. Of course, it takes 
considerable time to consider the intricate problems involved in 
shaping a policy that will play such an important part in the fu­ 
ture of American industry, so we must have patience.

TRADE REPORTS SURPRISINGLY SATISFACTORY 


In t h e opinion of many wholesalers and manufacturers of the 
Northwest, as reported in the city newspapers, business is steadily 
improving. 
Trade reports from points all over the Northwest 
are regarded as surprisingly satisfactory in view of the discour­ 
aging conditions that prevailed nj) until a few months ago. 
It is said that merchants generally are becoming alive to the 
probability that supplies of many lines of staples will be found 
inadequate to cover the demand certain to develop during tile late 
summer in the event of crop returns over the country fulfilling 
present expectations. 
Ais a consequence tile more forehanded 
among the business interests are coming into the markets more 
freely to cover their ti ade requirements for the fall and winter 
months. 
The farming communities of the Northwest show signs of 
decided improvement iii conditions. 
The market prices of com­ 
modities has been distinctly upward of late, and with quotations 
in basic raw materials generally mounting by reason of a world 
scarcity, it is thought that conditions will be reflected to a marked 
degree in quotations of manufactured goods within a short, time. 
The improvement generally is more marked than hail been hoped 
for, and unless some upset comes that at present cannot be fore­ 
seen, it is expected that it will be progressive.
